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Making Strong Timber Oat of Straw.

The versatile ingenuity of a West- 
eri invsater, who doay'less foresee 
the time in the far-distant future when 
the fore-t shall cense to elethe the 
hills and dales, and the demand for 
limber shail prove. justly ia excess of 
the supply, nas succeede:! in devising 
a substitute for the natural product of 
the virgin or the cultivated soil. His 
plan is to use that fragile vegetable, 
straw, and by a peculiar process Jo 
compress it into a substance as bard 
and indestructible as ork lumber. It 
is claimed that this process converts 
wheat straw into timber.whic': is sus- 
ceptible of as fine a polish und finish 
as mahoyany and black walnut, at a 
ost not in excess of that of he best 
citar pine. The straw is first manu- 
factared by the ordinary paper will

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MEXICAN HORSES. 
Breaking Them In—Their Number and 
Cheapness—s he Use of the Lasso. 


Corr. N. Y. Evening Post. 


Horses are bred in great numbers at 
the different haciendas in the provin- 


„some of the larger estates hav- 
ng eighty or a hundred thousand cat- 
tle, and fifteen or twenty thousand 
mules and horses. The pasture is 

n all the year round, and the 
animals receive no other food, They 
multiply a- the birds do, and with as 
little profit to their owners. Gener. 
ally speaking, they run wild until 
wanted, when they are caught with a 
lass, hoodwinked, and immediately 
monnted. For the first fifteen or 
twenty minutes they exert their whole 
strength to throw their rider, but, 
tinding their efforts unavailing, pati 
ently submit, and generally give but 
little trenble afterward. Owing to 
their immense numbers, horses are sold 
very cheap, the average price of an un- 
broken herd being eight or ten dol- 
lars a head, with but little demand 
at that, It sometimes occurs that the 
government purchases a few hundred 


lands. 


for the army, but, generally speaking, 
there are very few occasiors when 
they can be sold, Mexican horses, as 
a rule, are not handsome, end are sel- 
dom more than fourteen hands high; 
still they have nothing of the peculiar 
build of the pony about them. Fed 
entirely upon grass, they yet endure; 
more fatigue and are capable of main- 
tuininga rapid gait for a longer time 
than the grain fed horses of other 
In the towns and cities they 
receive the scantiest of care and the 
meagerest allowance of food. Tied up 
the whole day inthe stifling court- 
yards, thev stand patiently awaiting 
their evening meal. Frequently they 
are turned loose together, and it re- 
quires the use of the lasso to catch 
them. So familiar with this instru- 
ment do they become that the moment 
the animal feels the rope about his 
neck it stands stock still, when with- 
out it, it would not suffer itself to be 
suddled or bridled.

back very much. There is a mountain 
of ore at Peaxine. Thert are 8300, 
000 in the Esmeralda by measurement, 
just as you would pile up cord wood. 
There is a better mine than half of 
those on the Comstock in the Jones & 
Kinkead at Pyramid, and yet when 
some of «ur citizens are questioned 
about either of these three places they 
shake their heads and say oracularly 
“nothing in it,” or it's a blank bilk,“ 
etc., when they may never have seen 
thé mines, and know no more about 
what they are talking than the double 
headed woman. We know that we 
have good mines in this county. As 
goed judges as there are on the coast 
have visited them and prenounced 
them good. Isn't the ore cut through 
and alongside of and across in half u 
dozen of them so that any one can see 
it? Don't the fools know that if any 
one of our mines could declare a five 
cent diyidend it would break the back 
of the Comstock monopoly, and we 
could get our money out of the vast 
resources of this county? Don't they 
know that if one of our mines pro- 
duced a bar of bullion a month évery 
hotel in town would be full, every 
grocery keeper %elling grub, every 
butcher meat; every barber, tailor 
and shoemaker would be busy? Even 
if a man had no interest in a mine nor 
a share of stock he would share in the 
general prosperity, and the man who 

throws metaphorical cold water on a 


really good property is worse than he 
who gives whiskey to the squaws.

_ LET us COUNSEL TOGETHER. 


The farmers on the meadows find, 
to their surprise, that the rates on the 
Central Pacific railroad allow of Cali - 
fornia hay being shipped past them to 
eastern and central Nevada, and sold 
at lower rates than they can lay it 
down. There are a great many 
things in the tariffs of the Central 
Pacific which press heavily upon this 
State, and upon Washoe county in 


particular, which we believe would 


be changed if proper representations 
were made t) the company upon the 
‘subject. The rate on Eastern freight 
gives California cities the wholesale 
trade of Nevada, to the exclusion of 
‘Reno and all other inland towns. It 
“seems to us that this would be modi- 
“fied if any pressure were brought to 
bear on the officers of the road. The 
experiment is certainly worth the trial 
‘and a committee should be appointed 
‘to undertake it. The man who sub- 
mits for years to being tied down, 
without making an effort to free him- 
self, deserves to be a slave.

Some and vicious attacks on ra‘lroad 
companies expects to correct his mis- 
“fortunes, is equally foolish.

The McCoy family reside a few 
miles from Deeth, om a ranch, and 
Tucker Russell, the deceased, has been 
employed in Star valley. Russel 
seems to have become infatuated with 
a duughter of McCoy, a young girl 
only 15 years of age, and insisted upon 
paying her his attentions, to which 
the family objected; the father having 
forbidden him to n enter the 
house. During the absence of McCoy 
and his son Henry, a young man 
about 22 years of age, at Wells, Mon- 
day, Ru-seil came to the house of a 
relative of the family a few mites dis- 
tant, where the girl was temporarily 
est e while the men were away, 
and after making himself obnoxious 
for a short time, was by the vomen 
persuaded to leave, and he retired to 
some willows near by. As McCoy 
and his son approached, Russell ad- 
vanced to the road, and upon being 
accosted by Henry McCoy, suddenly 
drew a pistol and fired at him, but 
missed his mark. Young McCoy, 
who was also armed, immediately re- 
turned the fire, which was kept up by 
hoth parties until each had fired three 
shots, and Russell had fallen from the 
mule he was riding, to the ground, 
and called to McCoy for water, which 
the latter rode some distance to pro- 
cure, and brought in his hat. It was 
then found that Russell had been hit 
in the side and abdomen, three shots 
having taken effect, and that the horse 
that McCoy was riding was slightly 
wounded. A wagon was precured as 
soon as possible, and the wounded 
man taken to Deeth, where he arrived 
at 2 o'clock yesterday morning, and 
died three hours after. 

At the examination of McCoy be- 
fore a magistrate, the testimony ad- 
duced from some half a dozen wit- 
nesses was similar to the above, and 
the prisoner was released from cus- 
tody, on the ground that the homicide 
was perfectly justifiable. After the 
inquest the body of the decéased was 
buried at Deeth.

I was affaid I 
was going te be real sick, but I got 
over it, and am as well now as I ever 
was, and am ready to start back, if 
avy body cares to wager against me. 
I am to get $1000 for this.”
